under the federal law, which fixes the unemployment tax 
at 2',-.'. with the slate government getting l.H'/, and the 
federal government. .'2';. That is the effect of'the law— 
but it actually works this way: The federal government 
extends the full iJ', lax, and then rebates the employer 
the amoilnf he lias ACTUALLY PAID to the STATE. 


If, for instance, you should fail to pay the state govern- 


ment for December unemployment tax by January IU, then 
the last, state payment you could apply against the fed- 
eral tax would be November—but you would have to pay 
the state later on, anyway, for the December item, on which

Ghostly, shdunken to a mere half hi 


former 
200 pounds, eyes burning 


steadily from a sunken, ashen face 
the Very Rev. Israel Harding Noe o 
Memphis, Tenn., after partial fasting 
begun two years ago to prove that man 
can be immortal. And since January 
1, 1938, he has touched neither food 
nor drink, he admits. 


Dean Noe gave up meat years ago. 


Other foods were gradually restricted, 
he says. In 1936 he lived on oranges 
and cashew nuts. In 1937 he cut the 
cashew nuts and at the beginning of 
this year he gave up the oranges. 


Fifteen years ago a simple peasant 


girl living in Konnersreuth, Bavaria, 
rose from her bed after six and one- 
half years of paralysis and became 
well. Teresa Neumann, who had lost 
the use of her limbs from the hips 
down, walked first on April 29, 1923. 
Two years later, on May 17, 1925, Ter- 
esa Neumann, who had been blind 
four years, was given sight. 


Today, at 40, Teresa Neumann, con- 


fined to a Bavarian monastery, remains 
the mystery of both religionists and 
scientists. 
She bears on her body 


wounds correspounding to those suf- 
fered by Christ in the Crucifixion 
And at intervals blood flows from 
them. 


And, according to high and reputa- 


ble authority, Teresa has taken 
food since 1926. 


Fasts Since 1926 


Tlie Rt. Rev. Joseph Schrembs, Bis- 


hop of the Clevland diocese of the 
Catholic church, who visited Teresa 
in 1928, and who last heard definitely 
of her in 1!)37, describes her fasting. 


"On Christmas Day, 1926," says Bis- 


hop Schrembs, "she ceased entirely 
taking any food or any drink, excepi 
to receive Holy Communion 
every 


morning. 
And in receiving this the 


priests gave her just the tiniest par 
liclo of Ihe Sacred Hosl, which he 
moistened in a lillle water. She hac 
the greatesl difficully in swallowing 
even this." 


Bishop Schrembs asserts her fasting 


has been absolutely certified. 
The 


church has sent four hospital sislers 
placed under oalh, lo watch Teresa 
night and day. 
During one 15-day 


period the sisters swore thai Ihe gir 
took neither food nor water. 


Doctors in the University of Berlin 


from Lcipsic. Prague and Munich, ac- 
cording to Bishop Schrembs, have ag- 
reed that "deception and fraud are ab- 
solutely out of Ihe question in tlie 
case of Teresa Neumann.'

related, when she saw a "glimmer" "o 
a strange light before her eyes. Tha 
was during her paralysis. 


Then she lost her appetite for food

gress Administration in Arkansas for 
streel improvement total $2,600,000 for 
the period from tfuly 1, 1935, through 
November of 1937," Mr. Kaufman said. 


"The largest single expenditure for 


street improvement work was in the 
city of i'ort Smith, where all proj- 
ects were for hard-surfaced materials.

I know about Andrew Jackson is that 
a judgment was taken against- him 
when he left for Tennessee, which is 
recorded in Rowan county," Bailey 
said. "It remained on record against 
him for several years, but one day 
the news of the Battle of New Orleans 
came, and the creditor, I think, sneak- 
ed up there—he did not do it publicly 
—and wrote on the judgment, 'Cancel- 
ed by the victory of New Orleans'." 


"Will the senator tell us what that 


judgment was about," asked Senator 
Clark of Missouri, slyly. Bailey didn't 
know, but Clark did and told us after- 
ward. 


He said Jackson and a group of 


young blades were angry at a leading 
citizen of Guilford, North Carolina, 
and one night rode up to his place 
on their horses. There they attached 
ropes to a certain outbuilding and 
pulled it over. Halloween fashion. 


The owner ran out of his house and 


identified Jackson as one of the horse- 
men. He went to the court house and 
got a judgment for $8.90 against Jack- 
son. 
But by that time Jackson was 


headed for Tennessee'and the judg- 
ment lay unsettled for many years. 
Then came the news of that famous 
battle that was fought al New Orleans 
in 1815 after the war had cned. The 
note cancelling followed.

Pushkin was exiled to the south 
of Russia. So the next phase of 
his life was spent in the shadow 
of the magnificent scenery of the 
Cav^nsus. The mounfains kindled 
Pushkin's poetic love. 


He first wrote the "Captive ot 


the Caucasus," then the "Ode to 
Napoleon." In swift succession he 
conceived "Boris Godunov," "Gip- 
sies," and others. 
And at length 


he was recalled, pardoned. 
The 


story goes that Nicholas called 
him the "most intelligent man in 
Russia." 


Regaining his state position, 


Pushkin continued to write, and 
when he died in 1837, victim of 


a duel, he had 
won 
eternal 


fame in Rus- 
sia 
and 
the 


world. 
Often 


called Russia's 
finest poet.

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Livestock Best Bet 


for Arkansas Now 


Editor of Kansas City 


Weekly Star Speaks 


at Fort Smith 


FORT SMITH, ,'a-k. — (.-VV- W. A. 


Cochcl, editor of the Weekly Kansas 
City Star urged agriculturists of this 
district Tuesday night to expend the 
livestock industry. He said that Ark- 
ansas and Oklahoma both put too 
much dependence on crops and not 
enough on livestock." 


Cochel. a leader in livestock devel- 


opment for 30 years, addressed a ban- 
quet which was the feature of Fort 
Smith's Livestock Day. 


"This seems to be nn opportune 


time to intreduce or expand the live- 
stock industry." he said. "Land val- 
ues are low in comparison with their 
productive value. Money is available 
either for capital or productive use at 
the lowest rate farmers have ever 
enjoyed. 


"There is no overproduction of live- 


stock products. Total supplies are be- 
low normal numbers. If increased pop- 
ulation is taken into consist "ati".n they 
are proportionately lower tusm at any 
time in the history of the country. 


"Crop sales arc always accompanied 


by a removal of plain food from the 
soil unless an exceptionally heavy 
fertilizer bill is paid. Livestock pro- 
perly handled may even increase the 
productivity of the farm. 


"While livestock 
is produced for 


specific purposes," the editor said, 
"their function is a four-fold one: 


"The provide the best possible mar- 


ket for feeds produced on the farm. 


"The provide employemtn for both 


capital and 
labor 
throughout 
the 


year. 


"They contribute to maintenance of 


soil fertility and prevention of soil 
erosion. 


"Those of the most acceptible types 


return a profit above feed and labor 
costs to their producers." 


Cochel stressed the need for im- 


provement in the quality of stock. He 
said that "the surest and most depen- 
dable method of securing the maxi- 
mum of profit comes from the utiliza- 
tion of purebred sires." 


He said that the market here at- 


tracted horses from "every state be- 
tween Arkansas and Oregon as well as 
Texas to New Mexico and sold to every 
state south and east to the Gulf and 
the Atlantic." 


Other features of the 
"Livestock 


Day" were a livestock parade and an 
open house at the West Fort Smith 
stockyards 
where during the past 


year 129,734 head of livestock were 
sold for 52.692,258. The horse and mule 
business hert amounted to more than 
?4,000,000, three-fourths of which was 
distributed in the Fort Smith trade 
territory.
